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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
subject matter in claims 1-9 is allowable because the arts of record fail to teach or fairly 
suggest the claimed " a communications device for detecting user transmitted symbols 
encoded in spread spectrum waveforms (hereinafter "user waveforms") comprising in 
combination of: 

a digital signal processor (hereinafter "DSP") that processes user waveforms to 
determine characteristics thereof, the DSP having an associated memory and an 
associated direct memory access (hereinafter."DMA") controller that controls access to 
that memory; and 

a programmable logic device (hereinafter "PLD") that is coupled to the DMA controller 
and that configures it to move data relating to user waveform characteristics from the 
memory to a buffer external to the DSP. 

Wherein said user waveform characteristics comprise one or more waveform amplitude" 
as in claims 1 and 6 (in addition to the claimed first-in-flrst-out memory in daim 6). See 
figure 5.
